While the increase in 
population is less than two per cent. the in- 
crease of doctors is more than five and one- 
half per cent., and there is but little room 
lett toa considerable percentage of physi- 
cians to gain the bare necessities of life.”’ 

“Does not medicine.afford as many 
chances for lucrative suceess now as for- 
mériy?”’ I inquired, for 1 was a listener to 
the conversation.
